To ran Eorroa or Tax Crrizim : 

Bis: Tbe desire that bsa boon mani¬ 
fested by the Chairmen of the Town 
Council sod other members of that body 
la a commendable ooe and appeals with 
satisfaction to the maee of taxpaying 
citizens. But If the decrease In tbe tax 
rate Is to be brought about by an In¬ 
crease In tbe aeeeeeabie property valua¬ 
tions and by a so-called equalisation of 
assessments, tbe taxpayer^ may not 
manifest eueb so approving view of the 
metier when tbe tax bills go out In tbe 
fall. 

Tbe most satisfactory way of effecting 
a reduction of tOe tax rate la by Increas¬ 
ing tbe town revenue by means that will 
not Impose any tnciaaeed burden on 
house owners In the case of property 
held merely for speculative purposes, 
and tbe owners of which are enjoying 
an annual Increment in value at the ex¬ 
pense of those who are Improving and 
developing surrounding property, there 
Is good opportunity (or apply lug the 
equalization theory to Its fullest 
extent, sod tbe assessor* will b« sup¬ 
ported by public opinion In dealing with 
the unimproved speculative property to 
a manner justified by tbe clrcuuietsnoee. 

Under present conditions In this town 
the administration should make It a 
point to see to It that all the revenue 
possible la derived from the license and 
franchise privileges conferred by the 
looel government. There will undoubt¬ 
edly be a protest from many quarters 
against any locreaee In revenue from an 
Increase In aaioon licensee. Thera are 
some circumstances that tbe Oounoll 
will be called upon to give consideration 
to In dealing with tbe saloon lloenae 
question. If these Is s popular demand 
In any locality for a saloon, and that de¬ 
mand far outweighs tbs opposition to 
tbe granting of s license, tbe Oounoll 
should not be bound by precedents In 
dealing with such tnstsuces. 

It Is questionable whether tbe license 
ordinance In force here, and wblcb has 
tended to confer a monopoly of tbe 
liquor traffic In the hands ot a favored 
few. la In accordance with the demands 
of equity and juetloe. If the town rev¬ 
enue can be Increased without material 
Injury to say locality In tbe town by the 
Iseutng of an additional llceoae the rev¬ 
enue will not prove nnacneptable. 

The police department la In a broad 
sense s revenue producing department 
of government, and the ordinances on 
the town books afford many ways and 
means for the police to bring In con¬ 
siderable revenue to the town. 

Let a sharp lookout be kept upon the 
street railway oompany, and 1st all lhAt 
Is dee the town from ear Uoeaaas ba 
se cu red. 

Hundreds of doge are roaming the 
street* of this town, notwithstanding 
an ordinance req u ires that their owners 
shall pay a lloenae fee and hava dogs 
duly tagged. 

There la aome room for an Increase of 
revenue by Imposing a license on slot 
machine*. Notwithstanding a pro¬ 
hibition against them, these machines 
are In use In the town and are a fruitful 
source of revenue to tbe owners of tbs 
machines, and also to those who get s 
commission from tbe rsoelpte 

Tbe privilege of making books on 
horse races should be heavily taxed by 
the Town Oounoll. There Ic reason to 
belleva that aome of tbe local book¬ 
makers take In from two hundred to 
three hundred dollars per day hers from 
the light brigade of sports who chip In 
s quarter apteoe to make op a dollar to 
plaoe on a horse. 

Mo doubt the book-makers would be 
willing to pay s large lloenae fee sad be 
privileged to oooduet their business 
openly. As It Is st present, the busi¬ 
ness goes on and the town gets no 
By enforcing all the measures 
that permit of raven os by mesas of 
tbs Town Ooueell will 
do much towards lessening tbs burden 
of direct taxation, sod that Is what the 
majority of people want 

There la not much hope of say mater¬ 
ial Increase of reveooe from tbs levying 
of the poll tax which the new tax law 
requires shall be Imposed this year. 
Only those who own property and 
Dot escape taxation, and s few conscien¬ 
tious noo-propsrty-owners, will pay the 
poll tax. Many unprincipled men will 
maka It their boast that they will sot 
pay It, sod will gloat over besting the 
town oat of It. TAirim.
